Senior Housing almost 
everyone agrees that there is a 
great need for more in 
Wilmington, yet, a strong 
majority voted against it in 
November, 1981 - why?

Finally - the Town Meeting 
debate on the concerned articles 
is not until April 24, but if you are 
lazy, careless, and apathetic and 
do not go out and vote on April 17, 
you may very well find out on 
April 18 that the same pressure 
group that voted Senior Housing 


down in November, 1981 has won - 


the election of its candidates to 
the Board of Selectmen, School

Committee Chairman Joe Gill, is 
to set up the administrator with 
the appropriate powers the 
authors feel he will need to carry 
out the directives of the select- 
men, who will be his boss, 

“We (the committee) com- 
promised an awful lot on his 
powers," says Gill. He added that 
had further compromising been 
done it would Have “‘destroyed the 
plan.” 

“I don't think he'll be effective 
to the town if he has less power 
than this,’’ Gill adds. 

However, Gill points out that 
under this plan, the selectmen 
will continue to be the ultimate 
governing body in town and will 
use the administrator to perform 
the day-to-day duties of operating 
the town. 

The administrator, Gill said, is 
only a person “who will carry out 
the mandates of the selectmen.” 


However, he interjects, the 
selectmen carry out the man- 
dates of the people. 

To reach that end, Subsection 
“‘A” of the plan points out that the 
administrator will “be respon- 
sible to the board of selectmen for 
the efficient administration and 
coordination of all matters that 
come under the jurisdiction of the 
board of selectmen, except as 
they may affect the accounting 
and legal departments.” 

Selectmen advocate of the plan, 
Dick Trueba, explains that the 
subsection, basically allows the 
selectmen to retain control over 
payments of money and control of 
legal suits, either in defense or 
prosecution. 

The selectmen, as pointed out in 
several places throughout the 
plan, still retain a lot of power. 
Subsection ‘*B"’ dictates that the 
administrator “shall be

Dear Capt. Neilson 

As most Wilmington residents 
are by now aware, Proposition 2!» 
dictates the amount of money 
cities and towns may raise 
through property taxes. This law 
provides the property owner with 
needed tax relief. At the same 
time, this law forces the town to 
budget within strict limitations. 

Wilmington has been involved 
in a sewer construction project 
for several years. The total cost of 
the sewer project is $11,000,000. 
The town’s share is $2.9 million, 
or 26 percent of the total cost. The 
biggest share is being paid by the 
Federal Environmental 
Protection Agency and the state. 
In effect, the town of Wilmington 
is getting an $11,000,000 sewer 
system for $2.9 million. The town 
will finance this $2.9 million 
through a bonding procedure. The 
first year cost to the town will be 


responsible for the im- 
plementation of all policies, 
directives and votes of the board 
of selectmen.” 

Trueba explains that this 
provision essentially creates a 
“boss and employee situation." 
He says that the administrator 
will have to do what the select- 
men vote to tell him to do, 
providing it's within the 
provisions of law. 

Although the current system, 
under which the selectmen and 
the executive secretary work 
together, allows the executive 
secretary to do certain things, 
Trueba says the qdministrator 
plan will establish a position with 
more power than a strong 
executive secretary system 
would. 

Gill agrees with that 
assessment and says that if a 
strong executive secretary plan is 


approximately $500,000; this 
amount will continue over 15-20 
years, but the cost, per year, will 
decline over the years of the bond 
issue. 

Question No, 1 on the ballot for 
the April 17 election deals with 
this important issue. The question 
requests that the town he allowed 
to exempt this cost from the 
restrictions of Proposition 2!» 

Approval of this question will 
enable th ‘etown to raise by 
taxation, $500,000 for the first 
year and declining amounts per 
year over the next 15-20 years, 
over the levy limit imposed by 
Proposition 2!:. The cost of this 
issue will be offset in four ways 
sewer betterment assessments, 
sewer user charges, tax rate and 
higher land values in the in 
dustrial areas served by the 

It is estimated that the 

e sewer debt service will 

start at about $1.00 on the tax 

rate, approximately $50 per year 
for the average taxpayer. 

However, the effect of the 
sewer betterments, user charges 
and higher industrial land values 
will reduce this amount below 
$1.00 in time. Question No. 1 deals 
with this one, single bond issue 
only and is not an open-ended 
override pf Proposition 2% 

What does this question mean to 
us as taxpayers, property owners 
and residents of Wilmington? If 
the question fails to gain enough 
yes votes, the sewer construction 
will continue, The $500,000 per 
year for the next 15-20 years will 
have to be financed within the 
limited amount of tax money the 
town is allowed to raise under the 
limitations of Proposition 2" 

This payment will result in 
$500,000 less in service that the 
town will be able to provide to the 
residents. This loss in services 
can come in any budget area, for 
example, education, road repairs 
and maintenance, protection of 
persons and property, ete 

The Finance Committee has 
voted to support the passage of 
this question. We feel taht the 
effect of the failure of the town to 
be able to exempt this c 
be harmful in future years. The 
Town of Wilmington has not 
suffered the serious cuts in ser. 
ces that some communities have 
endured. We feel that a yes vote 
on Question 1 is in the best in- 
terest of our town.

Gill adds that the only power an 
executive secretary has is to 
relay messages to and from the 
selectmen. He explains that if the 
power or duties of the executive 
secretary are enhanced, then that 
position would semantically be 
almost the same as an ad- 
ministrator 

Gill adds that his committee 
decided to leave it up to the 
selectmen to decide whether or 
not the executive secretary 
position will be retained if the 
administrator plan is adopted. 

Basically, the administrator 
derives the majority of his power 
from the next two subsections. 
Subsection “C" calls for the 
abolishment of several elected 
positions while Subsection “D" 
sets up a system that allows the 
administrator to appoint people to 
those abolished elective positions. 

It is these subsections that has 
brought some heavy criticism to 
the plan. That criticism has come 
not only from those officers 
currently holding the specific 

but from other leading 
als in the town. 

‘he plan, and the resultant 
shifts in power, will not take place 
over night, however, The plan, 
under Subsection ‘*C”’ outlines a 
phase in concept for abolishing 
elected posts 

The subsection states that 
“beginning with the first town 
election following the acceptance 
of this act, the only boards, of- 
fices, commissions, or com- 
mittees to be elected by the voters 
of the Town of Tewksbury shall be 
the board of selectmen, the school 
committee, the town moderator, 
the Tewksbury Housing 
Authority, the planning baord, the 
library trustees and the 
representatives to any regional or 
district school committee.’ 

That clause leaves out, 
therefore abolishes, the 
assessors, the auditor, the 
treasurer-collector, the board of 
health, the town clerk and the 
trust fund commissioners. 

Gill said that the committee 
found that the easiest way to 
abolish the posts was by not 
mentioning them on the list of 
elected positions. He adds that the 
appointees to the abolished 
positions will not have to be full 
time workers, The selectmen and 
the administrator will have to 
decide how much time the ap- 
pointees will put in at work. he 
said, He adds that the ad 
ministrator will also be 
responsible for recommending 
salary figures for the positions 
within the constraints placed 
upon him by town meeting edict. 


and 


The phase in of abolishment 
will take place over a period of 
years. The plan allows those 
elected officers who's positions 
will be abolished to serve out their 
termsand when the post comes up 
for re-election, it will be 
abolished, The plan also provides 
that the officer may serve until 
such time as a successor is ap- 
pointed 

When the positions are 
abolished, the powers and duties 
of them will be shifted to the 
administrator, except in the cases 
of finance and legal which stay 
with the selectmen 

The administrator will then be 
responsible for his appointees 

‘hat is a point that both Gill and 
Trueba feel is important. They 
feel that if the administrator is to 
be held accountable for the action 
of his appointees, then he will 
make sure they are performing 
the job up to standards, 

In addition to the abolished 
elected positions, the ad- 
ministrator, under Subsection 
“D,” will also have the power to 
“appoint and remove, subject to 
Chapter 31 of the General Laws of 
Massachusetts, all department 
heads, all officers and employees 
who come under the jurisdiction 
of the board of selectmen.”” 

Despite the apparent carte 
blanche power to appoint and 
remove, the subsection provides 
for a check and balance system 
The selectmen have the power to 
reject any of the appointments 
the administrator makes, 

The administrator will conduct 
a search for candidates for open 
offi He will then choose 
candidates he feels are best 
suited to fill the posts and supply 
the names of all his appointments 
to the selectmen. 

The selectmen will then have 15 
days in which to review the ad- 

rator’s appointments and if 

0 desire, may vote within 

5 day period to reject any of 
the administrator's appointees. 
The board will need only a simple 
majority to reject any such ap- 
pointment. If the board takes no 
action within the 15 day period the 
appointments are considered 
valid. 

Despite the apparent numerous 
appointments the administrator 
will have the power to make, the 
selectmen and the town meeting 
moderator still retain some 
important appointment powers. 

According to the last part of 
Subsection “D," “the board of 
selectmen shall appoint the board 
of appeals, election officers and 
register of voters other than the 
town clerk." The selectmen also 
hold removal powers for those

posts, but will need a four fifths 
vote to do so and only after notice 
has been served and a dismissal 
hearing has been held. 

The moderator will retain the 
power to appoint members of 
search committees and other 
committees and boards, including 
the finance committee, as 
provided by law or by town 
bylaw. 

Trueba says that included in the 
administrator's appointment 
powers, is the power to appoint a 
fire and police chief. Another 
interesting appointment the 
administrator will be able to 
make is that of town counsel. The 
basic premise apparently being 
that the administrator will work 
on a day-to-day basis with the 
town counsel and will therefore 
most likely want to appoint a 
counsel whom he feels will work 
hand-in-hand with him 

However, Trueba and Gill point 
out, the selectmen will still have 
the final say on any of the ap- 
pointment decisions and, if need 
be, could reject appointments 
until a person the administrator 
and the board can agree on is 
appointed 

The administrator will also be 
responsible for appointing a 
“town accountant” who will take 
the place of the auditor. Ap- 
parently, that title change has 
been made because the ac 
countant has more power under 
state law than an auditor. 

Trueba and Gill say that there 
is no place in the proposed plan 
that will preclude people already 
holding abolished positions from 
being appointed. “The ad- 
ministrator could very well be 
satisfied with the present 
members of abolished boards or 
department heads, Trueba says. 
And if the administrator is happy 
with the work of those people “it 
could very well be his recom: 
mendation" to keep them in their 
posts, Trueba adds. 


Gill explained that the basic - 


reason for abolishing the 
positions was so that the town can 
be able to place “prof * 
into the slots. He also 
there is an “accountability fac 
that his committee studied 


He explains that elected officials 
“are truley accountable only to 
the people’ whereas. a 
professional appointed employee 
is accountable to the ad- 
rator. 

Gill and Trueba feel that the 
appointee will be more responsive 
to the administrator because he 
determines whether they will 
continue to function in that 
position 

Although there seems to be 
strong opposition to the abolish- 
ment of certain positions, Trueba 
and Gill feel Section Four of the 
plan must go through unamen- 
ded. Trueba feels that the town 
will need an administrator “who 
is strong.” He also feels that 
administrator appointees will 
give him a certain amount of that 
strength. 

Trueba explains that an elected 
official may choose to answer 
querys from the administrator or 
May choose not to. And if he 
chooses“not to answer the ad- 
ministrator will have no power to 
take corrective action. However, 
if the person were appointed by 
the administrator, he will be able 
to take corrective action 

However, the committee ap- 

parently did not want to give 
excessive ammounts of power to 
the administrator. Gill said that 
the major problem the committee 
had when dealing with building 
the plan, was how to replace the 
assessors. 
I don't know why we had a 
problem with this, but we had an 
awful lot of probelms with it," he 
said. 

Gill said the committee had to 
e the idea of hiring a 
“professional assessing depart- 
ment.” He said, ‘‘We thought the 
people would balk at that.” 

So, in place of the department 
and in an effort‘to keep as much 
politics out of the assessing of 
values and the awarding of 
abatements, Gill said the best 
proposal seemed to be one that 
would see the administrator 
appoint a “principal assessor" 
with the remaining two memebrs 
of that board being elected.

According to Johnson, the man, 
Walter E. McLaren of 368 
Shawsheen St., Tewksbury, had 
coaxed the young girl to befriend 
him.

Johnson says he is not sure at 


this time whether similar 
assaults have been made against 
the li-year-old or any other 
neighborhood child. 

Johnson is seeking to determine 
if any other neighborhood 
children may have been involved 
with the man. He has asked that 
area parents report any 
questionable activity their 
children may have been involved 


in, 

The charges lodged against 
McLaren are felony in nautre and 
as such police were able to make 
the arrest even though they had 
not witnessed any of the alleged 
incidents. 

McLaren's case, which could 


carry a term in state prison of not 
less than five years, has been 
continued until April 23 at Lowell 
District Court. 

Johnson added that he has 
reason to believe that certain 
sexual acts may have been 
performed and adds that the 
girls’ parents apparently want 
the man, if found guilty, to be 
committed for psychiatric help. 

Johnson advises parents of all 
children to continue stressing 
upon their youngsters to “never 
go with a stranger” and that 
sometimes a person who creates 
an image of being “the friendly 
neighbor” may turn out to be 
more than just that.

Minutemen march to Concord 


Patriots Day in Wilmington 
always means a march to Con- 
cord’ by members. of the 
Wilmington Company of 
Minutemen. The march will begin 
at Wilmington Common at 2 a.m. 
Monday, April 19. The Minutemen 
will march along Church Street. 
Once they pass through the 
center, they regroup at 
Sweetheart Piastics’ driveway. 
From this point, the hardy ones 
march on, while others return 
home to bed, 

The march is only part of.a 
weekend full of activities for the 
Minutemen, beginning with a 
formal ball in Concord Saturday 
night. 

The Wilmington Minutemen 
will participate in a skirmish at 
Meriam’s Corner at 9:30 a.m. and 
at Tower Park at 2:30 p.m. 

Nearly 1,000 reactivated British 
and colonial participants will play 
roles in the dramatic events 
which are scheduled to open (on a 
small scale) at the Old North 
Bridge in Concord at 8 a.m., move 
on to Meriam’s Corner, Concord, 
for a brief action at 9:30 a.m. 

The action then moves to Fiske 
Hill in Lexington, growing larger 
with every mile, to Hastings and 
Tower Parks, along 
Massachusetts Avenue in 
Lexington, and finally for the 
heaviest action of the day at the 
Jason Russell House in Arlington. 

Tt will be a day of 18th Century 
authenticity, actually starting 
Saturday, April 17, with the 
erection of an authentic 1775 
military encampment by the 
British forces adjacent to the 
Minuteman National Park visitor 
center on the Lexington - Lincoln 
line along Route 2A. 

The reenactment of Battle 
Road ‘82 will also dovetail with 
other area related Patriots Day 
weekend events including par- 
ticipation of British and colonial 
personnel from all parts of New 
England and New York in Con- 
cord’s 207th annual Patriots Ball 
Saturday evening, April 17, at the 
town’s National Guard Armony 
and..the traditional march 
through Concord Center after the 
ball, 

Visiting units will also par. 
ticipate in the 207th annual 
Patriots Day parades and other 
commemorative events Monday, 
April 19, in Concord, Lexington 
and Arlington. 

Battle Road timetable 

One of the'most dramatic and 
realistic reenactments of the first 
day of the American Revolution 
ever staged since the original 


mence Sunday, April 18, when the 
colonials, led by Concord 
Minutemen Captain Gary 
Puryear, as Major John Buttrick, 
1775 Minuteman commander, 
forms his column on the Buttrick 
Hillside, overlooking the Old 
North Bridge, and starts the 
march to the bridge at 8 a.m 
These units will include members 
of Minutemen companies from 
Concord, Acton, Bedford, Lincoln 
and Carlisle, as the British 
regulars advance to the bridge 
from Monument Street, forming 
across teh bridge at 7:45 a.m. The 
British will retreat across the 
bridge as the colonials approach, 
their fifes and drums playing 
“The White Cockade."' The 
British will attempt to pull up 
some planks, and failing this, will 
form a line across the east side of 
the bridge. 

The British will fire a volley, 
returned by the colonials, and the 
British will retreat to Monument 
Street. The colonials will follow, 
and as the British retire toward 
Concord Center, the colonials will 
cut across country through the 
Great Meadows to beat the 
British to Meriam's Corner. 

The next action will commence 
at Meriam's Corner at 9:30 a.m., 
when the British column passes 
the Meriam (the authentic circa 
1639) farmhouse, where the 
colonials have gathered. They 
will pass, then turn and fire a 
volley “wounding” several 
colonials. The Americans 
(Wilmington, Woburn) will then 
return fire and chase the British 
from the field 

The next meeting of the two 
sides will be at Fiske Hall, from 
which both columns will rapidly 
move toward Hastings Park 
where a major action will com- 
mence at 1 p.m. 

There will be a brief respite at 
Lexington Green at 1:55 p.m. 
when both sides join in a simple 
memorial service. The columns 
again march south, arriving at 
Tower Park at 2:30 p.m., for the 
renewal of the running battle and 
‘one of the heaviest actions of the 
day. 

The final, and perhaps heaviest 
action, begins at the Jason 
Russell House, Massachusetts 
Avenwc;~ Arlington at 3 p.m 
concluding there at 5p. 
cereménial events: gre’ 
between the two forces. 

Units will participate on the 
colonial side from Wilmington, 
Woburn, Reading and Sudbury at 
Meriams Corner; from Lynnfield, 
Randolph, the N.H. Brigade,

Gen. Calvin Chapman, past 
chairman; Col. Frank Curley, 
Major Bradford Chetwynd, with 
Capt. Jason Korrell as -media 
coordinator. 

British forces will be com- 
manded by Col. Fred Wahl, White 
Plains, N.Y., with participation 
by the 64th Regiment of Foot 
(whose units come from N.Y., 
Ohio, Va., N.H., and Mass); the 
10th Regiment of Foot, Bedford; 
7ist Regt. of Foot, Baltimore, 
Md.; 23rd Regt., New Paltz, 
N.H.; Loudonville, N.Y.; 74th 
Regt., Saugus; 84th Regt., Stow; 
38th “Regt., N.Y.; 84th Regt, 
Canada ; 5th Regt., South Boston; 
42nd Regt., Long Island; 29th 
Regt., N.Y; 4th Regt., Conn.; 
and various Ranger companies 
from N.H., Conn., and N.Y. 

As the British commander has 
not divulged his battle plans to the 
colonials, it is impossible at this 
time to relate which red coat units 
will be located at individual sites 
along the route. 

It should be emphasized that 
more spectator access and 
parking facilities will be 
available at the Hastings and 
Tower Park sites in Lexington 
and Jason Russell House battle 
site in Arlington, than there will 
be at the two skirmish sites on 
Concord, although the public is 
welcome to follow the action down 
the entire Battle Road as the 
battle continues down the line 
from Concord to Arlington.

INSULATION 
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Early subdivisions meant problems for town 


Back in the days of the Spanish 
American War, and th the 
days of World War I and even 
later there were many real estate 
salesmen who sold small lots of 
land in the towns that were in the 
“outskirts’’ of Boston. 
Wilmington, Billerica and 
Tewksbury were three towns that 
had such real estate promotions. 

These people would buy a farm, 
at the end of a streetcar line, and 
then have an engineer who would 
lay out streets and lots of land to 
sell. There were no planning 
boards in those days. There were 
no laws regarding the planning 
and sale of subdivisions. 

. One of the early examples was 
the Woburn City and Land Im- 
provement. The land was mostly 
in Wilmington, The chances are 
that it encompassed a large 
parcel of land that had formerly 
been a part of the Cook farm, The 
Cook farmhouse stood for years 
on the corner of Eames Street and 
Main Street. Cook Hill, the old 
volcano by the Woburn 
Wilmington line was in the 
original Cook farm, and derived 
its name from the family. 

The Cook farm was on both 
sides of Main Street at the 
Woburn line, and all the land 
between the Woburn line and 
Eames Street Wilmington. 
Easterly it went as far as the 
Boston and Maine Railroad where 
the Eames Street bridge is 

located, 

The new owners of the land 
divided it into small lots, 35 feet 
wide and 70 feet long, The 


were really something. One of 
them followed the top of the cliff 
on Cook Hill. One side of the street 
was about 50 feet higher in 
elevation than the other. Those 
steets were never built of course. 

Prospective customers were 
brought out by streetear for a 
picnic in the country and then 
subjected to high pressure sales 
efforts. The main idea was to get 
the money and that the salesmen 
did. After that there was no more 
worry for them. 

The idea was that a person 
could buy a number of lots and 
have a houselot to the size wan- 
ted. Six lots could make a house 
lot 105 feet wide and 140 feet deep. 

Many purchasers, however, 
bought fewer than that. 

Those who did, af few 
years discovered that the 
developers had no intention of 
building the roads. They found 
themselves unable to build. After 
a few more years they paid no 
taxes and eventually the town 
took the land for taxes. 

By the late 1920s the selectmen 
of Wilmington were busy trying, 
in their own turn, to sell that land. 
The town owned many lots taken 
for non-payment of taxes. 
Wilmingon residents and others 
went to auctions held by the 
selectmen and bought lots of land 
for themselves. The price was 
about $5 a lot. 

It seemed a good idea, but after 
a few years the new owners would 
become equally disgusted and not 
pay taxes in their turn. Then the 
town would again take the land

No one lived 
there. No one paid taxes. Every 
now and then the selectmen would 
have another tax sale, and the 
cycle would start all over again, 
but with title to the property now 
more complicated. 

Wilmington in 1951 had a 
change of style in its government. 
‘There was a town manager under 
the town manger charter. There 
was a “strong” plan of govern- 
ment giving the town manager 
authority to do many things. 

One of the early things the town 
manager did was hire a full time 
professional assessor. That man’s 
name was Frank Walters. 

Not many-today remember Mr. 
Walters, but the name may be 
familiar. His son, with the same 
name, lately figured in the Barry 
Locke trial in Boston. 

Frank Walters looked at the 
Woburn City and Land Im- 
provement mess and with the 
permission of the town manager, 
started to do something about it. 
The idea was to clear up the titles 
for those hundreds of lots of land. 

It meant tracing the heirs of 
any person who had ever owned a 
Jot of land. It meant getting all the 
heirs to acknowledge that they 
had no valid claim. In a phrase, it 
meant that the heirs had to “sign 
clear’ of all claims. 

Frank Walters spent all his 
time at the task for a couple of 
years. He traced heirs, in one 


instance, to Greece. He got them 
tosign clear. In some instances, it 
is related, heirs of an owner of 50 
years ago would find Frank 
Walter sitting on their front 
doorstep when they stepped out in 
the morning to go to work. 

Thirty-six acres of land were 
thus cleared of any question of 
title. The land was between two 
sets of tracks of the Boston and 
Maine Railroad. The land was 
then rezoned to industrial use. A 
young chemical engineer bought 
the land and started a firm called 
National Polychemicals. 

That was about 25 years ago. 
National Polychemicals has long 
since been sold. The present 
owner is Olin. Olin is probably the 
fourth owner in line to own the 
land and to pay taxes to the town. 

Frank Walters has since passed 
away. The tremendous job he did 
for the town of Wilmington is, in 
one sense at least, a monument to 
his industry.

Other sites * 

Several large sections of the 
Woburn City and Land Im- 
provement area still remain on 
the tax rolls of Wilmington. One is 
the old “gravel pit” southerly of 
Main Street and close to the 
Woburn line. Another is the land 
on top of Cook Hill where there 
are several homes, and a problem 
about getting water to those 
homes. A third site was that near 
Cook Hill and off Eames Street 
which is now the Wilmington 
Redevelopment Project, and 
which has a street named Jewell

South of Main Street and 
backed up against the Woburn 
line were a number of “paper” 
streets, and 37 to 70 house lots. 
The area had the same history as 
that which eventually became 
National Polychemicals, but with 
a different ending 

Back in the years when there 
was a lot of construction on Route 
128 a gravel merchant bought 
enough of those lots of land so as 
to establish a sort of title to at 
least some of the land. Then he 
got permission to remove gravel. 

He hired Wilmington cops to 
“control” traffic. The comment 
at the time was that the 


Wilmington and other people in 
automobiles would be stopped 
every time one of those gravel 
trucks came by. It was not the 
truck traffic which was con- 
trolled. Some of the comments 


were not pleasant. 

That gravel merchant removed 
all the gravel that he could move. 
Some years later it was 
established that half of the land at 
least, belonged to the town. Those 
cops had been stopping 
Wilmington residents so that the 
gravel operator could take out 
Wilmington gravel that was 
owned by the Town of 
Wilmington. 

One suggestion made in recent 
years is that the old gravel pit 
could be made into a housing 
authority site. The reader can 
take that for what it’s worth. 

The third site mentioned,

northerly and easterly of Cook 
Hill became a project for the 
Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority, but not without some 
arguments from suspicious 
persons in the town meeting. The 
suggestion came from the 
Wilmington Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Convert that land into in- 
dustrial land the town was told 
and the town can get tax money 
instead of having a rambling 
semi-forest. 

Wilmington was getting $50.60 a 
year in taxes from about 40 acres. 

A_ Wilmington Rehabilitation 
Authority was authorized by the 
town meeting. There has been a 
lot of work, unpaid volunteer 
work. Not everything has gone 
smoothly. The land was taken by 
the powers of eminent domain 
instead of using the method that 
Frank Powers had to pursue a 
quarter of a century ago. 

But the first developer (private 
citizen) who tried went bankrupt. 
It was just too bad. Now a second 
developer is at work and he too 
has his problems. But, it can be 
said, he is a “driver.” 

There are, at this time three 
industrial buildings on that lot 
‘The taxes paid by those buildings 
amount to $61,000 a year. A fourth 
building will go on the tax rolls 
this year and as a guess one can 
say that the owners of that 
building will pay about $25,000 a 
year. 

That, some will agree, is better 
than $50.60,

and had not given them. Kadison 
said he had been told to get them 
from his client (Cormier). “It 
appears he does not wish to 
discuss this at all" Kadison said 
of the town engineer. “My client 
does not consent, nor do the 
mortgagers. 

It was after Ed Sarascen spoke 
that the tone of the conversation 
changed. ‘‘i think that his (Cor- 
mier's) behaviour has been ab- 
solutely irresponsible" Sarascen 
said. “He has left an open 
manhole in the street, near where 
five children life. No con- 
sideration.” 

The town engineer continued, 
saying that Cormier was to have 
completed certain work by April 
16. “That is three days from 
now.” 

Kadison protested that he had 
no copy of a paper entitled 
Schedule C. He had no knowledge 
of what the planning board was 
discussing. Then, as he spoke, he 
started to change his tone. His 
remarks ended with a statement 
that he had been led to believe 
that there had been “many 
modifications” to the plan. 

As he continued Katdison didn’t 
see anything critical in the April 
16 date but was willing to work out 
a schedule with the planning 
board. Kadison used the word 
“reasonable"’ at this time. This 
led Chairman John DeRoy to 
remark that he had _ been 
aggressive, but now that he had 
seen Schedule C, and heard the 
words of a resident he might be 
working “for a reconsideration."” 

It seemed as though the 
arguments might stop, but they 
did not. Kadison told the planning 
board that ‘‘without the consent of 
our mortgagors you cannot 
rescind.” Further, he charged, 
that Schedule C ‘wasn't our 
proposal, we had to sign.”

Elton Lee explained that “There is 
a surprising good population of East 
Indians, Japanese, Korean and 
Laotians living around here.

‘The Oscars provided us movie 


fans with very few surprises this 
year. The television presentation of 
the ceremony was packed with its 
annual array of glossy long shots of 
elegantly attired stars getting out of 
limousines, tight shots of star-struck 
fans, posh backgrounds, which in:

‘Three years ago, when he weighed 
380 pounds, climbing even one flight 
of stairs was a monumenal task for 
Steve Silva, Recently he raced 86 
flights to the top of the Empire State 
Building in less than fifteen minutes 

‘The difference in Silva was 195 
pounds — the weight he lost and has 
kept off for more than two years 
ilva, who had lost 100 pounds six 
times in ten years and always 
gained it back now carries 18 
pounds on his 5 foot 8 inch frame. 
For the first time in his life he has 
maintained his reduced weight and 
has relieved his hypertension, high 
blood pressure, and the arthritis in 
his ankles, For the former Boston, 
now Allentown, Pa., resident, the 
stair climbing he began as an 
exercise to help control his obesity 
problem has become the symbol of 
his new life. 

As a student athlete, Silva's 
participation in football and 
wrestling helped keep his weight

down, but when he graduated from 
college and started teaching, the 
exercise diminished while the ex- 
cessive eating habits continued 
Weight became a serious problem 
and Silva, a high school physical 
education teacher in Randolpn, Ma 
rapidly became less than a role 
mode! for his students. 

Silva became a food junky. At one 
point four years ago he literally lost 
control of his eating, often gorging 
himself until he simply ran out of 


food. Naturally, the weight 
generated dangerous physical 
problems. 


“When I'd get home from work I 
would eat so much, that if | went to 
y stomach would push 
my diaphragm and | 
couldn't breathe. My blood pressure 
was 260 over 155."" 

Diets and doctors came and went 
with no lasting success, until Silva 
tried something unthinkable — no 
food at all 

At the Obesity & Risk Factor 
Program in Boston, Silva was put on 
a medically supervised fast 
drinking only a supplement to 
provide the protein and minerals 
necessary to maintain life. In eight 
months he shed 185 pounds, More 
importantly during that time he 
underwent an intensive nutritional 
education program designed to 
change a life time of bad eating 
habits and to enable him to keep the 
weight off 

Silva learned the caloric value of 
foods and the necessity of balancing 
calories and exercise 

“T would have regained the weight 
in half the time it took to lose it, if I 
hadn't watched my calories and 
increased my exercise."’ says Silva 
“if, you eat something high in 
calories you have to be ready to 
balance: it out with more exercise 
and less calories 

Running stairs is Silva's way of 
burning off calories. He climbs 200 
flights a day, five to six times a 
week, in addition to weight training 
and aerobiic dance. He got hooked 
on Stair climbing when the doctor 
supervising his weight loss program 
ed the exercise as an 
alternative to jogging. Silva has 
trouble running flat surfaces due to 
a sports injury to his foot 

At the recently held Empire State 
Building Climb competition Silva 
finished first in a preliminary race 
held before the main event at the 
New York City landmark. He ran the 
15,000 steps in 14:46 

According to Silva he has added 
years to his life by running stairs 
and keeping his weight down. “I 
know I feel better than I've ever felt 
in my life

in family fight for safety 


What have you done lately to make 
life safer for you and your family? 

‘That question is being asked more 
often now that government safety 
programs are on the decline as a 
result of Federal economic cut 
backs 

The Combined Insurance Com 
pany of America, which has been 
active in the safety educatign field 
for a number of years, urges the 
private sector, mainly individuals, 
to step up their efforts to reduce 
accidents in the home. 

Combined's safety researchers 
point out that a.number of private 
groups will remain active in home 
safety campaigns, among them the 
National Safety Council, insurance 
organizations, fire-prevention 
groups, and colleges and univer. 
siti 

> it's really up to the individual 
in many respects,” a spokesman for 
Combined Insurance said. “Safety is 
often a matter of courtesy and 
consideration, with a lot of common 
sense thrown in.’* 

Since safety should begin in the 
home, here are some guidelines for a 
family code for self-preservation, as 
compiled !by Combined Insurance 
safety researchers:

Do you make sure your fireplace 
embers are out or protected by a 
glass fireplace screen before you 
retire?

When you have acted on all those 
questions, make a room-by-room 
check of your home and determine 
how many more you can add to the 
list. Then, A Combined Insurance 
spokesman suggested, call a family 
council of war — a war against 
hazards that could lead to injury or 
worse — and assign each member to 
assafety-monitoring task.

If you are in the market for an 
tiques this winter season, you should 
be aware that “buy American” is 
apparently the strongest buying 
trend today, with English antiques 
in second place and all categories of 
Chinese works of art, from cerami 
to paintings to furniture, gaining 
steadily in demand 

You should also be aware that the 
state of the general economy is 
having its effect on the $8.7 billion 
art and antiques market in the 

nited States. This retail turnover 
estimate, for the year ending July 1 
1981, comes from Gray Boone, 
publisher of Antique Monthly 
magazine, who says: "The market

is definitely changing ana tiuc 
tuating. The general enthusiasm has 
diminished across the board, which 
is a reaction that comes with every 
recession-depression. Yet things of 
top quality continue to command top 
prices, while the middle range of 
mediocre-quality objects are now 
lower in price.’ 

Yes,"’ confirms C. Hugh 
Hildesley, a senior vice-president at 
Sotheby's auction house in 
Manhattan, “the middle of the 
market is shaking out, right across 
all categories, and speculators are 
getting out.” He says, however, that 
despite current economic difficulties 
throughout the world, areas of the 
art market that have maintained 
auction popularity this season in- 
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clude all categories of Americana 
from furniture to decorations. 
paintings, and prints. American 
impressionist paintings, as well as 
folk art, did extremely well, he 
reports, while sales of American 
Victoriana remained steady 

While Business Week magazine 
reports that its survey of auction, 
dealer, and private estate sales , 
“shows lackluster demand for many 
items and some sharply depressed 
prices as well as collector resistance 
to the pinnacle pricing of 1979 and 
1980,” Elizabeth Shaw of Christie’s 
auction gallery in New York argue: 
discreetly that “the market is 
definitely more selective. We are 
cautious but optimistic for 1982, and 
are trying to emphasize better 


quality. When we get top material, it 
brings top prices, as witness the 
18th-century Queen Anne secretary 
desk which recently brought 
$860,000. It had belonged to Queen 
Mary and to the Duke of Windsor 
and was in beautiful condition 
Miss Shaw contends that there are 
lots of good buys right now in 
American Empire and Federal 
furniture, as well in 18th-century 
English silver, 17th- and 18th 
century English oak furniture, and 
in English portraits. “We see all 
American paintings doing ex 
well,” she says, “as well as 
drawings, prints, and 
watercolors. Books, both antique 
and 20th-century first editions in 
pristine condition, are enjoying a

strong market 
record-breaking sale of 
pewter this past year.”” 

Terry Kovel, co-author with her 
husband of such books as Kovels’ 
“Know Your Collectibles’ and 
Kovels) “Know Your Antiques, 
agrees with many other bellwethers 
in the field that investors, and 
particularly speculators, are getting 
out of the art and antiques market, 
and that bona fide collectors are 
feeling more fortable once 
again. "This means," she says, “that 
things are being bought more in- 
telligently, and prices will make 
much more sense and stop 
escalating up and down like a yo- 
yo 
“Mrs. Kovel contends that people, 
especially young couples, have 
grown to love old things and will 
continue to buy and enjoy them. So 
the bottom is certainly not going to 
drop out of the antiques and 
collectibles market. In her area of 
the Midwest, she finds big interest in 
such collectibles as late 19th- and 
early 20th-century American oak 
furniture, Victorian furnishings 
(including “Renaissance Gothic 
stuff"), and American dinnerware 
of the 1930s such as Fiesta, 
Harlequin, and Autumn Leaf pat 
terns. “Collectors here tend to give 
status to old things that have 
utilitarian value, whether they be 
old dishes, glass, old lace curtains, 
or old clothes 

Meanwhile, what one expert terms 
“serious antique people” or those 
who collect the finest of objects will 
discover the usual array of such 
treasure at the prestigious Winter 
Antiques Show, to be held Jan. 23-31 
at the Seventh Regiment Armory in 
Manhattan. Many of the 75 top 
dealers to be represented in the 
show indicated they had done ex 
cellent business in 1981 and expect to 
do the same in 1982. 

Malcolm Franklin, a Chicago 
dealer who specializes in English 
furnishings, says that his market for 
fine English walnut pieces made 
between 1690 and 1730 was excellent 
in both the recent Houston and Los 
Angeles shows, and that 17th- 
century English oak is sought by his 
customers everywhere. Mr 
Franklin says he is making fewer 
buying trips to England and is in 
stead buying most of his stock from 
US dealers, auctions, and ates 
and from customers who are now 


selling back to him items they have 
purchased from him over the past 35 
years. 

Lallie Wigington of Linlo House in 
New York still returns to England 
several times a year to find her own 
homey mix of English furnishings, 
though admitting that her sources 
have far less to offer. “Prices go 
up,” she says, “but people continue 
to buy good English things and to 
think of antiques as wise in- 
vestments."" 


Mario Buatta, the New York in 
terior designer who is also chairman 
of the Winter Antiques Show 

“Most of my clients continue to buy 
blue chip antiques,’ because they 
can live with them and enjoy them 
while the pieces are gradually ap- 
preciating in value. If there is any 
resistance, it isn't to price, but to 
furnishings that are merely 
decorative and that they do not 
perceive as having lasting value.” 

Dealers in top Americana at the 
show include Thomas K. Woodard 
who claims that although there is no 
slackening in demand for good 
quilts, he is taking care to present 
many quilts at this show in the 
moderate range of $350 to $1,000. ‘I 
don't see people rushing in the door 
and spending huge amounts of 
money anymore," he says. “They 
are being far more careful in what 
they buy, and I intend to concern 
myself with them.” 

Ed Clerk of Bethlehem, Conn. will 
be there with his collection of fine 
Shaker antiques — and may benefit 
from the recent upsurge of interest 
in all things made by the Shaker 
sect 

As usual the receipts from the 
opening gala reception and the $5 
admission fees will benefit the East 
Side House Settlement in New York. 
Running simultaneously with the 
Winter Antiques Show will be the 
Eighth Annual World Antiques 
Marketing Conference, to be held 
Jan. 24-26 at the Pierre Hotel and 
sponsored by Gray Boone and An 
tique Monthly. Mrs. Boone insists 
that what is happening to the market 
is healthy, that roller-coaster prices 
and false values will tend to 
diminish, and that collectors who 
know what they are doing will 
quietly claim their place once more.

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Ratings can save 
cash in long run

The refrigerator at the Smiths’ 
house failed after 15 years of ser. 
vice. With the estimated repair cost 
almost equal to the purchase price of 
a new model, the Smiths decided to 
buy anew appliance. 

After shopping at several stores, 
they found two different makes of 
refrigerators that they liked. Both 
had the same capacities and 
essentially the same extra features. 
The price of one refrigerator was 
$500 while the cost of the second 
model was $400. 

‘The Smiths bought the $500 mode! 
Why? 

‘They chose the more expensive 
model because it was more energy: 
efficient, costing $40 a year to run as

opposed to $70 for the cheaper 
model. The Smiths, in their decision, 
had the benefit of EnergyGuide 
labels which told them the ap- 
proximate annual cost of operating 
the refrigerator. 

EnergyGuides are the product of 
the appliance-labeling program 


+ mandated by the Energy Policy and 


Conservation Act of 1975. The 
labeling program, administered by 
the Federal Trade Commission 
(FTC), allows consumers to com: 
pare the yearly cost of operating 
major home appliances and to 
determine their energy efficiencies 
The black-and-yellow 
EnergyGuides are affixed by ap- 
pliance manufacturers to the seven 
types of major home appliances 
which account for 73 percent of the

energy used in American homes 
each year. The labels, to be removed 
only by the consumer, must be 
clearly visible on all appliances 
produced on or after May 19, 1980 

Identical information must also be 
available in catalogs for mail-order 
customers. 

Cost and energy-efficiency 
calculations, which appear on the 
labels, are compiled by the FTC 
from tests conducted by the 
manufacturers. Tests follow stan- 
dardized procedures developed by 
the Department of Energy 
EnergyGuide figures are updated 
when energy costs increase or 
decrease by 15 percent. 

Although the 
appliances may cost more to buy 
long-term operating costs are less 
and consumers save money, acor- 
ding to the FTC. By using 
EnergyGuides and simple arith: 
metic, the Smiths were able to 
calculate their long-term savings. 
Here is the formula they used 

First, the purchase price of the 
less-expensive model was sub- 
tracted from the price of the more- 
expensive mudel ($500-400 - equals 
100) 

Next, the lower yearly operating 
cost was subtracted from the higher 
yearly operating cost ($70-40 equals 
w) 

Finally, the Smiths divided the 
difference in the initial purchase 
price ($100) by the difference in the 
yearly operating cost ($30). They 
found the more-expensive, yet more 
energy-efficient, model would pay 
for itself in slightly more than three 
years 

At a saving of $30 a’ year, the 
Smiths would realize $450 in savings 


from yearly operating costs over the 
expected 15-year life of the new 
refrigerator. Since the price of the 
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energy-efficient — 


energy-efficient refrigerator was 
only $100 more, the Smiths expected 
to save an estimated $350 over the 
lifetime of the new appliance. 

In comparing operating expenses, 
the Smiths used an energy-cost 
label, one of three types of 
EnergyGuides currently in use. 

Energy-cost labels are required 
for refrigerators, refrigerator- 
freezer combinations, freezers, 
water heaters, dishwashers, and 
clothes washers. As the name im- 
plies, these labels indicate the 
estimated annual cost of the energy 
needed to operate -the appliance. 
This cost is based on a national 
average electricity rate of 4.97 cents 
per kilowatt-hour. 

‘The key feature of the energy-cost 
label is the energy-cost number, the 
large figure in the center of the 
label. In the case of energy-cost 
labels, the higher the energy-cost 
number, the-higher the expense to 
operate the appliance. 

Directly beneath the energy-cost 
number, a heavy bar shows the 
range of operating costs, from the 
lowest to the highest, of competing 
brands. Consumers can use the 
graph to quickly gauge how the 
model under consideration ranks 
with other models of similar size and 
features. 

‘The lower half of the label con- 
tains a chart that permits shoppers 
to determine more precisely the 
costs of operating an appliance 
based on local utility rates.

Energy-efficiency-rating labels 
are similar in design to energy-cost 
labels. The large middle number 
shows the efficiency of the climate- 
control device and its range in 
comparison with other models.

The lower half of the energy- 
efficiency label provides a costuse 
chart for calculating operating 
costs.

It seems like only yesterday. Two 
green crates marked “Giant Pan- 
da” stood in the middle of the animal 
enclosures at the Smithsonian's 
National Zoological Park in 
Washington, D.C., as anxious Zoo 
officials waited expectantly. 

Suddenly, a fluffy ball of black and 
white lumbered out of one crate. 
Waddling around her pen, she ex- 
citedly sniffed the new surroun- 
dings, picked up her water dish, 
promptly turned it upside-down and 
plopped it on her head. Ling-Ling, a 
136-pound, 2-year-old female giant 
panda who had just arrived from 
China, was making herself at home. 

Meanwhile, in the adjacent en- 
closure, there was silence from 
another large wooden box. After 
some time, a 1's-year-old male, 
Hsing-Hsing, cautiously emerged. 
He peered around his new home 
carefully, then beat a rapid retreat 
into his den, 

So it was that almost immediately 
after their arrival, outgoing Ling- 
Ling and shy Hsing-Hsing 
(pronounced Shing-Shing) had 
already demonstrated their 
distinctive personalities. 

‘That was 10 years ago, on April 16, 
1972, when the two giant pandas took 
up residence in the National Zoo. 
‘Though they've changed through the 
decade, the personable Ling-Ling 
and Hsing-Hsing continue to attract 
and entertain millions of visitors. 

‘The pandas were a gift to the 
American people from the People's 
Republic of China on the occasion of 
President Nixon's trip there in 1972 
As the first giant pandas to live in 
the United States since Mei-Lan, a

Chicago in 1953, Ling-Ling and 
Hsing-Hsing offered a rare op- 
portunity to learn about the care, 
behavior and breeding of these 
exotic creatures 

Natives of China, giant pandas are 
not found in the wild outside of that 
country, and only a few zoos around 
the world currently exhibit them. 
Even within China, the panda’s 
habitat is limited to what con- 
servationist Vinzenz Ziswiler calls a 
“vegetational island” of bamboo — 
the panda’s principal food — in the 
mountains of southwestern China. It 
is thought that only about 1,000 
animals remain in the wild. 

From the sparse amount of panda 
literature available in 1972, Larry 
Collins, the first National Zoo 
curator responsible for the pandas, 
thought the animals 
dullwitted and uninterested in their 
surroundings. He was soon sur- 
prised 


“Tt was constantly a challenge to | 


stay one step ahead of them,” 
Collins recalls. Soon after his 
arrival, shy, retiring Hsing-Hsing 
became as rambunctious as his 
female counterpart. Both pandas 
reveled in ripping apart the bamboo 
planters in their enclosures, 
knocking over their water tubs and 
doing handstands in their dens. 
“There were few dull moments 
around the panda house,” Collins 
says. 

Even as youngsters, both animals 
were tremendously strong. One of 
the earliest problems was finding 
indestructible “toys” to amuse 
them. Collins thought the solution 
might be a basketball, specially 
designed, it was said, to withstand 
even a determined panda. But Ling. 
Ling quickly figured out how to sink 
her teeth into hers, turning the ex- 
pensive plaything into-a heap of 
doflated orange rubber. 

In the summer, blocks of ice and 
tubs of water entertained the pan- 
das. In the winter, Zoo staffers 
sometimes built snowmen for the 
animals. With one swift push of the 
paw, the figure toppled, rewarding 
the panda with the snowman's 

“nose'’ — a carrot 


Learning the needs of the two 
lovable creatures was often a matter 
of trial and error. Ling-Ling and 
Hsing-Hsing liked to sleep most of 
the day, to the dismay of visitors 
who often came long distances only 
to find them curled up and snoozing 
At first, Collins says, the ‘staff 
thought’ they were ndcturnal 
animals, but a round-the-clock 
“panda watch” revealed that the 
animals are active both in the early 
morning and early evening. 

‘Then there was their diet. The 
Chinese had recommended a basic 
meal of bamboo stalks, carrots, 
apples and rice gruel. To this the Zoo 
added powdered cottage cheese, 
vitamin and mineral supplements 
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and even a dog biscuit, which Collins 
thought would be good for their 
teeth. 

But as the pandas flourished on 


this hearty fare, they also gained 
weight rapidly, soon reaching nearly

Over the years, the keepers have 
seen definite personality changes, 
although they don’t know why. In the 
beginning, Ling-Ling was more 
lively and aggressive, the male 
rather meek and subdued, Today 
the roles have almost reversed 
Ling-Ling is often moody and aloof, 
while Hsing-Hsing has become an 
attention-loving ham. 

Their behavior patterns have been 
studied by Dr. Devra Kleiman, head 
of the Zoo's department of zoological 
research. Kleiman immediately 
initiated a “panda log," with a team 
of volunteers and keepers to monitor 
the daily and nocturnal activities of 
the creatures and record their 
behavior. From these observations, 
Kleiman learned about the panda’s 
process of communicating to each 
other by scent-marking, a way of 
staking out their territories, and by 
“bleating” sheep-like vocalizations. 

‘The pandas are no longer watched 
around the clock, but Kleiman and 
her volunteers continue their 
nighttime and early morning vigils 
before and during the panda’s spring 
breeding season, which can begin as 
early as the last week in March or as 
late as mid-May 

Kleiman discovered that Ling 
Ling only comes into estrus — or 
heat — once a year, not twice as was 
first believed. Kleiman now quickly 
recognizes those certain signs that 
indicate when Ling-Ling is coming 
into heat — she starts walking back 
wards, her appetite decreases, she 
scent-marks her den more than 
usual and bleats frequently 

Kleiman’s studies also revealed 
that there is only a 36-48 hour block 
of time when Ling-Ling can con- 
ceive. Zoo personnel are still not 
certain how to determine precisely 
when that time period actually 
begins. 

Partly because of this short, un- 
certain span for breeding, captive 
pandas have had a very low rate of 
reproduction, To date, fewer than 30 
pandas have been born in captivity, 
with nearly all births occurring in 
China

Not that Zoo officials haven't tried 
repeatedly to breed Ling-Ling and 
Hsing-Hsing. The pandas do get

When they were put 
together, Chia-Chia growled at Ling 
Ling and bit her legs and rump until 
the keepers were able to separate 
the pair. Needless to say, no mating 
took place 

“It's really hard to find com 
patible pairs of pandas,” Kleiman 
says, and even if there had been 
more time for Ling-Ling and Chia: 
Chia to get to know each other, “‘they 
may never have been compatible 
anyway. Even some of the zoos in 
China move their pandas around to 
find pairs who are willing to mate 
with each other.’ 


‘The Zoo plans to continue its 
breeding efforts so that perhaps one 
day there will be a baby panda to

But baby or no, the last decade has 
been an enriching experience for

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World thirsts for sunflower oil

‘The native American sunflower is 
not just another pretty face. 

Each of those broad jolly faces 
uplifted to the sun purtures from 700 
to 3,000 complete flowers that 
become seeds. Now the seeds and 
the oil crushed from them are a 
major U.S. export crop. 

Although the Soviet Union has 


United States has taken 

exports of sunflower 

Russia itself bought about 20,000 
tons of “sun oil"’ from this country in 
January 1982 alone. 

Boom Crop 


American farmers harvested 3.5 
million acres of oil-seed sunflowers 
with a value of $441 million last year, 
up from only 10,000 acrs in 1966. Last 
year 1.7 million tons of seed and 
332,000 tons of oil were exported. The 
harvest is expected to more than 
double in the next few years to meet 
foreign demand for sun oil, says 
Larry Kliengartner, director of the 
National Sunflower Association. 

Sunflowers are second only to 
soybeans as a cooking oil source 
around the world. Slightly more 
expensive than soybean oil, sun oil is 
the most economical highly  un- 
saturated vegetable oil, says Harry 
Doty, the U.S. Agriculture Depart- 


ment’s chief sunflower expert 

It also may have health benefits 
The oil contains about 70 percent 
linoleic acid, the polyunsaturated fat 
believed to control hypertension, 
and a higher vitamin E content than 
all other oils, according to Judi 
Adams, dietitian for the National 
Sunflower Association. 

Sun oil can even be poured into 
paints, varniches, and plastics. And 
crude sunflower oil can be used to 
power diesel engines, Kenton R 
Kaufman of North Dakota State 
University told the 1982 meeting of 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 

After the oil is crushed from the 
seeds, the meal left is a valuable 
protein supplement for livestock 

The energy content of the hulls 
measures higher than soft coal, 
Kliengartner reports. Cargill Inc.'s 
big new plant in Fargo, N.D., which 
crushes the oil from 1,200 tons of 
seed a day, is fueled by burning the 
hulls. 


Northern States Lead 

Three more plants that will 
process about 1,000 tons a day each 
will open within the year in North 
and South Dakota. The Red River 
Valley region, where Minnesota 
meets the Dakotas, is the heart of 
the sunflower business. 

These three states along with 
Texas harvested 2.2 million tons of 


seed last year, only a small fraction 
of this the snack food type. Sixty 
percent of the oil seeds were ex- 
ported mainly to the Netherlands, 
Mexico, Portugal, West Germany, 
and Italy to be crushed, and the rest 
was processed domestically into oil 
Then most of that was exported — to 
Venezuela, Algeria, the 
Netherlands, and , according 
to the USDA's Foreign Agricultural 
Service (FAS) 

But sun oil is not yet in great 
demand in this country. 


‘“‘Americans haven't yet 
a taste preference for sun 
oil," said Judy Goldich, FAS 
economist. “But if you've ever had 
sun oil when it’s really fresh and 
peal just like fresh roasted sun- 
flower seeds, you'd never want to 

use any else."” 

Although Englishmen im- 
mortalized the sunflower to poetry, 
Van Gogh ‘painted it, ancient Incas 
worshipped it, and Russians have 
harvested it on a large scale since 
the late 19th century, Americans 
have been slow to see the virtues of 
the plant that grows wild from coast 
to coast and from northern Mexico 
to southern Canada. 

The Russians bred American and 
Canadian varieties of sunflowers 
until they developed a strain that 
raised the oil content to 40 percent 
by the 1960s. But by 1972 American 
know-how had developed high- 


Solar collectors are not 
guaranteed the sun

Solar energy consultant Charles 
Vidich describes a recent encounter 
with a homeowner who had installed 
a sun-powered water heating 
system: 

“I asked, aren't you worried that 
your system could be shaded?"” 

“Why should I be worried?" 
replied the homeowner. “There's 
got to be some law that says there's 
aright to light.” 

That, says Mr. Vidich, is just the 
point, In most communities across 
the US such a law has yet to be 
written, “People are making their 
decisions on that kind of gut level 
thinking — that there's a perfect 
right to it (sunlight) once they put it 
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in,” he observes. “But that’s just not 
the way itis.”” 

To Mr. Vidich, who works for a 
regional planning agency in Con- 
necticut, and to many others in the 
solar field, the message is clear. If 
solar energy is ever to fulfill the 
bright promise many people see for 
it, it is going to need some legal 
protection. 

‘That is the view of experts whose 
work has brought them head-to-head 
with barriers to building passive 
solar houses or fitting existing 
structures with solar facilities. 

‘Their findings: With few ex 
ceptions, states and municipalities 
have yet to see a need for laws or 
zoning ordinances guaranteeing 
access to the sun. Moreover, some of

The problem takes on new 
significance as city planners focus 
on increasing densities to make their 
communities more energy-efficient 

Looking beyond the current slump 
in its industry and to the trend 
toward energy efficiency, the 
National Association of Home 
Builders forecasts that by 1985 one- 
fourth of all new housing starts in 
the United States will be of passive 
solar design. 

‘A November 1980 Gallup poll

LODGING INDUSTRY BEARING 
UP 

By Babson's Reports Inc., 
Wellesley Hills, Mass., April 1, 1982. 
Despite the hurdles of recessionary 
conditions, high money and interest 
rates, and lackluster occupancy 
levels, the hotel-motel industry 
registered a creditable performance 
last year.

Also, as 
the economic tempo picks up, there 
will be an increased rate of activity 
in the other major sector of 
lodgings’ revenues and earnings — 
pleasure travel. 


VARIED FRATERNITY 


Lodging companies vary 
dramatically as to the size and 
scope of their operations. In some 
cases, lodging represents the 
mainstay of annual revenues and 
profits. By contrast, in other 
situations it's only a modest factor 
in overall cprporate results. Com- 
petition in the publicly owned chains 
takes a variety of forms. For 
example, the well-knawn Howard 
Johnson inns are owned by the 
British-based Imperial Group Ltd., 
which has other broad interests. In 
addition, the lure of attracting 
travelers’ dollars has brought some 
relatively small, as well as sizable, 
independent outfits into the 
hotel-motel business. For instance 
Best Western is the second-largest 
system in the world in rooms 
available, but is a private concern. 
Also, it’s well to remember that 
investor awareness of the relative 
contribution to sales and profits and 
to markets served is vital to 
properly gauge the direction of 
results. 


THE CUTTING EDGE 


Competitiveness has changed this 
industry over the years. In some 
cases, growth has been fostered via 


franchising or by providing 
management services on contract. 
The advantages of utilizing such 
vehicles are manifold. Indeed, 
operating on a large scale yields the 
ability to attract financing at 
reasonable rates. Furthermore, 
enhanced volumes permit corporate 
purchasing at discount levels and 
provide the ingredients to warrant 
and support sophisticated reser- 
vation systems and in-depth 
management resources. Ac 
cordingly, the progress of chains 
has easily outstripped the in. 

its. Looking ahead, we 
expect the competitive edge to favor 
the more sizable, well-established 
firms. 


INDUSTRY PROMOTERS 


The ill-effects of the current 
recession notwithstanding, the 
favorable availability-cost 
relationship of gasoline is a definite 
plus for this industry's prospects. 
Also on the bright side: Convention 
bookings are generally made years 
in advance. In 1981 convention 
bookings were running at a high 
level, which augurs well for results.

Advocates of solar energy say the 
need for legal protection is doubly 
important because the few court 
tests on record have resulted in 
decisions unfavorable to their cause. 

Glenn Prah, a Muskego, Wis., 
homeowner can testify to the dif- 
ficulty of taking solar-access cases 
to litigation. In September 1980, a 
county court refused to hear his suit 
against a neighbor whose new house 
shades part of Mr. Prah’s 
sophisticated $18,000 active solar 
unit. The reason: No local zoning 
ordinances protecting solar access 


were on the books, Prah tried again 
before a district court. It bucked the 
matter to the state Supreme Court, 
which agreed in October to rule on 
whether the case can be heard, If the 
ruling is in his favor, Prah will 
renew his effort to collect damages 
Muskego, a Milwaukee suburb, 
now has a solar-access protection 
ordinance, but too late to help Prah 
In the meantime, he says, he has 
spent another $2,000 to modify his 
unit so it will function properly in 
Wisconsin's frigid winter weather
